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No Shutdown, No Default: Congress, Obama Back Deal

WASHINGTON (AP) — Striv¬ 
ing to end a cycle of crisis, 
congressional leaders and 
the White House united 
Tuesday behind an am¬ 
bitious budget and debt 
deal aimed at restoring 
a semblance of order to 
Capitol Hill and ending the 
threat of government shut¬ 
downs and defaults until 
well after a new president 
takes office. 

The outgoing House speak¬ 
er, Republican John Boeh- 
ner of Ohio, prepared to 
push the deal through 
his unruly chamber on 
Wednesday as his last act 
before departing Congress 
at the end of the week. 

All but forced to resign un¬ 
der conservative pressure, 
Boehner was nonetheless 
going out on his own terms. 
The budget deal stands as 
an in-your-face rebuttal to 
his hardline antagonists, on 
Capitol Hill and off, who 
angrily oppose spending 
increases and compromis¬ 
es with Democratic Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama. 

They seethed but acknowl¬ 
edged they were power¬ 
less to stop an agreement 
all but certain to pass with 
votes from Democrats and 
a sizable number of Repub¬ 
licans. Boehner brushed off 
their complaints, declaring 
that he intended to make 
good on his promise to 
leave a “clean barn" for 
his successor, Paul Ryan 
of Wisconsin, who is set to 
get the GOP nomination 
for speaker on Wednesday 
and win election on the 
House floor the day after 
that. 


“I didn’t want him to walk 
into a dirty barn full of you- 
know-what. So I’ve done 
my best to try to clean 
it up," a good-humored 
Boehner told reporters af¬ 
ter a closed-door gather¬ 
ing of House Republicans, 
his last such weekly meet¬ 
ing after nearly five years 
as speaker and a quarter- 


century on Capitol Hill. 
During the meeting, Re¬ 
publican lawmakers had a 
parting gift for Boehner: a 
golf cart with Ohio license 
plates reading “MR SPKR”. 
Boehner told them he had 
a gift in return: the budget 
deal. 

The deal would boost mili¬ 
tary spending as sought 
by defense hawks, even 
as it would take away the 


threat of “fiscal cliffs" by a 
GOP-led Congress in the 
middle of a campaign 
season where Republicans 
are aiming for the White 
House and trying to hang 
onto their slim Senate ma¬ 
jority. Struck over recent 
days in closely held talks 
with White House officials 
and top House and Senate 


leader of both parties, the 
agreement would raise the 
government debt ceiling 
until March 2017, remov¬ 
ing the threat of an un¬ 
precedented and market- 
rupturing national default 
just days from now. At the 
same time it would set the 
budget of the government 
through the 2016 and 2017 
fiscal years and ease pun¬ 
ishing spending caps by 


providing $80 billion more 
for military and domestic 
programs, paid for with a 
hodge-podge of spending 
cuts and revenue increas¬ 
es touching areas from tax 
compliance to spectrum 
auctions. 

The deal would also avert 
a looming shortfall in the 
Social Security disability 


trust fund that threatened 
to slash benefits, and head 
off an unprecedented in¬ 
crease in Medicare pre¬ 
miums for outpatient care 
for about 15 million ben¬ 
eficiaries. Obama said the 
budget deal “reflects our 
values" and responsibly 
pays for investments in the 
middle class and national 
security. 

“It's an actual bipartisan 


compromise, which hasn’t 
been happening in Wash¬ 
ington a lot lately,” the 
president said. 

Said Vice President Joe 
Biden: “It will prevent us 
from lurching from crisis 
to crisis." Congressional 
Democrats have pushed 
for months for such a deal, 
bottling up routine spend¬ 
ing bills in an effort to pro¬ 
duce negotiations that 
would result in increased 
domestic spending. With 
resignation, one of the 
conservative rebels, Rep. 
Thomas Massie of Ken¬ 
tucky, complained of the 
deal and Boehner: “We 
can’t stop it. He's in league 
with the Democrats.” 

But Massie also said that 
“it’s a long game" and 
that conservatives are 
winning the war after forc¬ 
ing Boehner to resign and 
cowing his heir apparent, 
Majority Leader Kevin Mc¬ 
Carthy, into dropping his 
candidacy. That caused a 
power vacuum that threw 
the House into pande¬ 
monium for much of this 
month, until GOP leaders 
prevailed upon a reluctant 
Ryan, the party’s 2012 vice 
presidential nominee, to 
seek the speakership. 
Despite conservative an¬ 
ger over the budget deal, 
hard-liners sounded reluc¬ 
tant to take their fury out 
on Ryan, who claimed to 
have no role in the agree¬ 
ment and indeed criticized 
how it came about. 

“I think this process stinks. 
This is not the way to do the 
people’s business,” Ryan 
said. “Under new man¬ 
agement, we’re not going 
to do the people’s busi¬ 
ness this way.’O

Homicide spike draws alarm 
from Obama administration

WASHINGTON (AP) — This 
year has brought an unusu¬ 
ally grim and steady drum¬ 
beat of violence through¬ 
out the U.S. 

A 5-month-old girl killed 
this month in Cleveland in 
a drive-by shooting. Seven 
people slain in Chicago 
over the July 4th weekend. 
A young female journalist 
in Washington, D.C., fatally 
struck by a bullet in May 
while waiting to change 
buses. 

Violent crime has often 
been considered a local 
government concern and 
a problem that had been 
on the decline. But rising 
homicide totals in most 
of America’s large cities 
have raised alarms within 
the Obama administration, 
with federal officials draw¬ 
ing urgent attention to the 
problem before Congress, 
at conferences and in 
speeches. 

The Justice Department 
this month organized a 
brainstorming summit with 
mayors and police chiefs. 
FBI Director James Com- 
ey, testifying before Con¬ 
gress last week, said the 
“very disturbing” homicide 
spike has law enforcement 
scrambling to figure out 
why it’s happening now, 
and why in so many cities 
that seemingly have little in 
common otherwise. 

“It’s happening all over 
the country, and it’s hap¬ 
pening all in the last 10 
months,” Comey told the 
House Judiciary Commit¬ 
tee. “And so a lot of us in 
law enforcement are talk¬ 
ing and trying to under¬ 
stand what is happening in 
this country. What explains 
the map? What explains 
the calendar? “ 

President Barack Obama 
addressed a meeting of 
International Association of 
Chiefs of Police in Chicago 
on Tuesday, where he de¬ 
fended police officers for 
doing their jobs with “dis¬ 
tinction” and said they had 
been scapegoated for 
the failures of society and 
the criminal justice system. 
Attorney General Loretta 
Lynch had also been ex¬ 
pected to speak, but her 
appearance was can¬ 
celed because she was 
not feeling well. 


Though the homicide totals 
are rising, they’re nowhere 
close to levels of the early 
1990s, when the crack co¬ 
caine epidemic contrib¬ 
uted to hundreds of homi¬ 
cides a year in some cities. 
Even so, federal officials 
are concerned that the 
current trend comes as a 
series of high-profile police 
shootings of young black 
men have driven a wedge 
between police and their 
communities and placed 
policing tactics under ex¬ 
traordinary scrutiny. Each 
instance of perceived offi¬ 
cer misconduct, and each 
time an officer is physically 
attacked while on patrol, 
risks widening that divide, 
Comey has said. 

The uptick, if it continues, 
threatens to draw resourc¬ 
es away from other police 
department initiatives — 
and reverse some of the 
progress cities have made 
against violent crime over 
the last two decades. 
Washington, D.C., which in 
2012 recorded just 88 ho¬ 
micides, already has 128 
this year. Chicago police 
counted 385 killings as of 
Oct. 18, up from 323 on the 
same date last year. Police 
in Cleveland say they had 
101 slayings as of Friday, an 
increase from the 87 they 
reported on the same date 
in 2014. There’s no single 
explanation, and it’s not 
clear whether this year's 
numbers are an aberration 
or the start of a worrisome 
trend. Some blame easier 
access to drugs and guns 
and have suggested that 
residents, including gangs, 
suddenly seem more willing 
to resolve petty disputes 
with deadly violence. 

Some experts also think 
that the homicide totals 
had crept so low that it was 
unreasonable to expect 
that decline to continue, or 
theorize that police strate¬ 
gies may have stopped 
evolving amid success. 

“We thought that all the 
things we were doing were 
making crime decline in 
meaningful, permanent 
ways,” said John Roman, 
a senior fellow at the Ur¬ 
ban Institute, a Washington 
think tank. “And it turned 
out we weren’t doing 
as much as we thought, 
and the declines weren’t 
permanent.’O

one U.S. defense official 
said offer Carter testified. 
The official was not au¬ 
thorized to discuss internal 
deliberations publicly and 
thus spoke on condition of 
anonymity. 

The administration also is 
considering other moves 
that would place U.S. 
troops closer to the front 
lines. 

The changes Carter cited 
focus largely on target¬ 
ing Raqqa, the militants’ 
declared capital in Syria, 
and recapturing Ramadi, 
the capital of Anbar prov¬ 
ince in western Iraq, which 
IS fighters captured in May 
and have successfully 
defended so far. In Syria, 
Carter said the U.S. will sup¬ 
port moderate Syrian forc¬ 
es fighting IS militants, who 
have made territorial gains 
near Raqqa. □

WASHINGTON (AP) — Sig¬ 
naling a possible escalation 
of U.S. military action in the 
Middle East, Defense Sec¬ 
retary Ash Carter said Tues¬ 
day that the United States 
is retooling its strategy in 
Iraq and Syria and would 
conduct unilateral ground 
raids if needed to target Is¬ 
lamic State militants. 

The U.S. has done special 
operations raids in Syria and 
participated in a ground 
operation to rescue hos¬ 
tages last week in north¬ 
ern Iraq that resulted in the 
first U.S. combat death in 
Iraq since 2011. Carter did 
not say under what circum¬ 
stances the U.S. might con¬ 
duct more ground action, 
but said, “Once we locate 
them, no target is beyond 
our reach.” 

“We won’t hold back from 
supporting capable part¬ 
ners in opportunistic at¬ 
tacks against ISIL, or con¬ 
ducting such missions di¬ 
rectly, whether by strikes 
from the air or direct ac¬ 
tion on the ground," Carter 
said, using an acronym for 
the militant group. 

Carter and Marine Gen. 
Joseph Dunford, chairman 
of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
testified before the Senate 
Armed Services Commit¬ 
tee. Republicans harshly 
criticized the Obama ad¬ 
ministration’s strategy in 


Syria and Iraq, where IS mili¬ 
tants have captured large 
swaths of territory and have 
largely fought the U.S.-led 
coalition to a stalemate. 
With little recent progress 
in defeating the militant 
group, the defense secre¬ 
tary's testimony outlined a 
changing U.S. approach 
to the fight against IS. The 
changes point toward the 
prospect of deeper U.S. 
military involvement, al¬ 
though President Barack 
Obama has said he would 
not authorize a major com¬ 
mitment of ground combat 
forces. 

Among other options be¬ 
ing considered is providing 
close-air support for Iraqi 
ground forces with Apache 
helicopters or other air¬ 
craft, and embedding U.S. 
military advisers with small¬ 
er Iraqi units, thus placing 
the Americans closer to the 
front lines. That’s accord¬ 
ing to defense officials who 
spoke on condition of ano¬ 
nymity to discuss internal 
deliberations. 

The U.S. now has about 
3,300 troops in Iraq to train 
and advise Iraqi forces and 
to protect U.S. facilities. 
There are no U.S. troops in 
Syria. 

Among options being con¬ 
sidered is using U.S. Army 
Apache helicopters and 
perhaps other aircraft to 
provide close-air support 
for Iraqi ground troops in 
certain circumstances.

Salem witch takes warlock to court over alleged harassment

BOSTON (AP) — A woman 
who calls herself a witch 
priestess said she is taking a 


self-proclaimed warlock to 
court over accusations of 
harassment. 

Lori Sforza, who runs a Sa¬ 
lem witchcraft shop and

leads a pagan church, 
filed for court-ordered pro¬ 
tection against harassment 
from Christian Day, whose 
website calls him the 


“world’s best-known war- 
lock.” Sforza accused Day 
of harassing her online and 
over the phone for three 
years. 

The two will meet in court 
on Wednesday. 

A lawyer representing Day 
declined to comment. Day 
owns occult shops in Salem 
and New Orleans, accord¬ 
ing to his website. His lawyer 
said he lives in Louisiana. 
The 75-year-old Sforza is ac¬ 
cusing Day, 45, of repeat¬ 
edly calling her late at night 
from a private number and 
swearing at her, said Fiore 
Porreca, an attorney rep¬ 
resenting her. Sforza, who 
goes by the business name 
Lori Bruno, also alleged that 
Day made malicious posts 
about her on social media. 
“She’s being abused, in¬ 
timidated and harassed,” 
Porreca said. 

Porreca said the harass¬ 
ment has hurt his client’s 
business. On her website, 
Sforza calls herself a psy¬ 
chic and a clairvoyant. 


She claims to be a descen¬ 
ded of Italian witches who 
healed victims of the bu¬ 
bonic plague. She is also 
the founder of Our Lord 
and Lady Of The Trinacrian 
Rose, a pagan church in 
Salem. 

Salem's Festival of the 
Dead — which culminates 
in the Official Salem Witch¬ 
es’ Halloween Ball on Hal¬ 
loween night — was cre¬ 
ated by Day in 2003 and 
has expanded to include a 
psychic and witchcraft fair 
and a seance. 

The Salem District Court 
and the lawyers in the case 
would not provide a copy 
of the order filed by Sforza. 
Sforza and Day were once 
business associates in Sa¬ 
lem, Porreca said. They 
also made headlines in 
2011 when they cast spells 
together to try to heal ac¬ 
tor Charlie Sheen, who had 
called himself a “Vatican 
assassin warlock” during 
an interview on national 
television. □ 


Arrest of teen who texted in class prompts civil rights case

COLUMBIA, South Carolina 
(AP) — A girl who refused 
to surrender her phone af¬ 
ter texting in math class 
was flipped backward and 
tossed across the classroom 
floor by a sheriff’s deputy, 
prompting a federal civil 
rights probe on Tuesday. 
The sheriff said the girl “may 
have had a rug burn” but 
was not injured, and said 


the teacher and vice-prin¬ 
cipal felt the officer acted 
appropriately. Still, videos 
of the confrontation be¬ 
tween a white officer and 
black teenager stirred such 
outrage that he called the 
FBI and Justice Department 
for help. 

Sheriff Leon Lott suspended 
Senior Deputy Ben Fields 
without pay, and said what 
he did at Spring Valley High 
School in Columbia, South 


Carolina “made him want 
to throw up.” 

Videos taken by students 
and posted online show 
Fields warning the girl to 
leave her seat or be forc¬ 
ibly removed on Monday. 
The officer then wraps a 
forearm around her neck, 
flips her and the desk back¬ 
ward onto the floor, tosses 
her toward the front of the 
classroom and handcuffs 
her. 


Lott pointed out at a news 
conference that the girl 
can also be seen trying to 
strike the officer as she was 
being taken down, but said 
he's focused on the depu¬ 
ty's actions as he decides 
within 24 hours whether 
Fields should remain on the 
force. 

“I think sometimes our of¬ 
ficers are put in uncom¬ 
fortable positions when a 
teacher can’t control a 


student,” the sheriff said, 
promising to be fair. 

The deputy also arrested 
a second teenager who 
verbally objected to his 
actions. Both girls were 
charged with disturbing 
schools and released to 
their parents. Their names 
were not officially released. 
The second student, Niya 
Kenny, told WLTX-TV that 
she felt she had to say 
something. □

American home values and rents defying global slowdown

WASHINGTON (AP) — U S. 

housing appears to be 
insulated so far from the 
cooling global economy. 
Home values and rental 
prices are steadily rising, 
fueled by strong demand 
and a tight supply of avail¬ 
able properties, a pair of 
reports Tuesday showed. 
The solid demand drove 
sales growth early this 
year and spurred addi¬ 
tional construction. 

The Standard & Poor’s/ 
Case-Shiller 20-city home 
price index climbed 5.1 
percent in the 12 months 
that ended in August — 
a level many economists 
view as more sustainable 
than the sharp double¬ 
digit gains at the start of 
2014. 

And in September, medi¬ 
an rents nationwide rose 
a seasonally adjusted 3.7 
percent from a year ago, 
according to real estate 
data firm Zillow. As with 
home prices, the pace 
of rent increases appears 
more stable than the 
sharper increases earlier 
this year. 

Still, while three years of 
solid hiring and low mort¬ 
gage rates have bol¬ 
stered real estate, further 
gains will likely require 
better pay for workers. 
Increases in home values 
continue to exceed av¬ 
erage annual earnings. 


which have risen just 2.2 
percent from a year ago. 
For now, homes in tech 
hubs with a high concen¬ 
tration of good-paying 
jobs appear to be the 
main beneficiaries of rising 
prices. S&P reported that 
San Francisco and Denver 
both enjoyed a 10.7 per¬ 
cent year-over-year jump 
in home values, the larg¬ 
est of any city. Portland, 
Oregon’s annual gain of 
9.4 percent was the third- 
largest. 

“Prices are rising the fast¬ 
est in markets where job 
growth and net migration 
are the strongest and in¬ 
ventories are the tightest," 
said Mark Vitner, an econ¬ 
omist at Wells Fargo Securi¬ 
ties. “Portland is an excel¬ 
lent example.” 

Those same metro areas 
were among the lead¬ 
ers in the rental increases 
tracked by Zillow. At the 


same time, those high 
rental prices sparked some 
new construction, which 
has created more apart¬ 
ments and tempered the 
rental-price appreciation 
in recent months. 

The median rent in San 
Francisco was $3,348 last 
month, a yearly increase 


of 13.3 percent. The year- 
over-year increase in Au¬ 
gust was even higher — 
14.2 percent. 

The housing market’s over¬ 
all gains are defying the 
impact of a sluggish global 
economy. 

Falling commodity prices, 
weakened growth in Chi¬ 


na, a struggling Europe 
and tumult in emerging 
economies such as Brazil 
have hampered a world 
that is still battling its way 
out of the 2008 financial 
crisis. 

Not every area of the 
United States is benefiting. 
Rental price growth has 
slowed in areas at the epi¬ 
center of the oil and natu¬ 
ral gas industry, according 
to Zillow. 

Average oil prices have 
nearly halved in the past 
year to $44 a barrel. Hous¬ 
ton's rental costs are up 5.8 
percent over the past 12 
months, down from annual 
growth above 6 percent. 
Price appreciation has also 
slipped in Dallas and Tulsa. 
But the S&P index shows 
that home values have 
advanced a solid 8.9 per¬ 
cent in Dallas over the past 
year, a sign of resilience in 
the heart of Texas. □ 


US consumer confidence slips in October

WASHINGTON (AP) — 

Americans turned slightly 
more anxious about the job 
market this month. 

The Conference Board’s 
consumer confidence in¬ 
dex fell to 97.6 in October, 
down from a nine-month 
high of 102.6 in September. 
“Consumers still rate cur¬ 
rent conditions favorably, 
but they do not anticipate 
the economy strengthen¬ 


ing much in the near-term," 
said Lynn Franco, director 
of economic indicators at 
the Conference Board. 
Fewer people surveyed 
for the business research 
group described jobs as 
“plentiful" compared to 
September, with that mea¬ 
sure slipping to 22.2 per¬ 
cent from 24.8 percent. 

The decline likely reflects 
the results of two consecu¬ 
tive jobs reports. Employers 
added just 142,000 jobs in 


September and 136,000 
jobs in August, after rou¬ 
tinely chalking up monthly 
net jobs gains in excess 
of 200,000. Global pres¬ 
sures have shifted more of 
the burden for economic 
growth onto U.S. consumers 
— an uneasy transition in 
recent months.

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American killed in Palestinian attack was peace activist

JERUSALEM (AP) — An 

American educator who 
marched for civil rights in 
the 1960s and advocated 
coexistence between Mus¬ 
lims and Jews when he 
moved to Israel died Tues¬ 
day after succumbing to 
wounds sustained in a Pal¬ 
estinian attack on a bus in 
Jerusalem two weeks ago. 
It was one of many attacks 
in a month of violence trig¬ 
gered in part over Pales¬ 
tinian allegations of Israel 
changing long standing 
agreements at Jerusalem's 
most sensitive holy site, 
charges Israel has strongly 
denied and said amount to 
incitement to violence. 

In an effort to lower ten¬ 
sions at the site, Israeli and 
Jordanian officials said 
Tuesday that new surveil¬ 
lance cameras should be 
installed within days at the 
shrine, with the goal of 
streaming footage live on¬ 
line for maximum transpar¬ 
ency. Jordan serves as the 
custodian of the Muslim- 
administered site. 

Richard Lakin, 76, died of 
wounds sustained on Oct. 
13 when two Palestinian 


men boarded a bus in Jeru¬ 
salem and began shooting 
and stabbing passengers. 
It was one of the bloodi¬ 
est attacks in recent vio¬ 
lence in which Palestinian 
attackers killed 11 Israelis. 
In that time, 55 Palestinians 
have been killed, includ¬ 
ing 35 identified by Israel 
as attackers and the rest in 
clashes with security forces. 
Lakin was originally from 
Newton, Massachusetts, 
and a longtime principal in 
Glastonbury, Connecticut. 
His Facebook page dis¬ 
played an image of Israeli 
and Arab kids hugging un¬ 
der the word “coexist." 
Micah Avni said his father 
was a beloved educator 
and author of a book on 
teaching. He was an ele¬ 
mentary school principal in 
the U.S. and taught English 
in mixed classes of Muslims 
and Jews in Jerusalem af¬ 
ter moving to Israel in 1984. 
In the 1960s, Lakin was ac¬ 
tive in the civil rights move¬ 
ment in the U.S., marching 
with Martin Luther King and 
bringing students from Bos¬ 
ton to the South for sit-ins, 
Avni said. 

“He was a big believer in 
people and in peace and 


in being kind and he never 
hurt a soul in his life,” Avni 
said, adding that thousands 
of people from around the 
world have contacted him 
to express their shock and 
condolences after his fa¬ 
ther’s death. 

Suzanne Hertel of West 
Hartford, Connecticut 
taught under Lakin at 
the Hopewell School in 
Glastonbury, where he was 
principal. He championed 
an effort to bring students 
from inner-city Hartford to 


Glastonbury under a pro¬ 
gram called Project Con¬ 
cern, she said. 

Rabbi Richard Plavin of 
Beth Shalom B’nai Israel in 
Manchester, Connecticut, 
which Lakin attended be¬ 
fore moving to Israel, said 
Lakin was a passionate 
man who pursued peace 
and justice. He said Lakin 
was a Freedom Rider in the 
1960s, working to desegre¬ 
gate the South. 

“He was really a peace¬ 
nik. He believed deeply in 


a two-state solution and 
wanted to see Arabs and 
Jews living together in 
peace,” he said. 

Lakin was on the bus re¬ 
turning from a doctor’s ap¬ 
pointment for minor back 
pain when “he was bru¬ 
talized by two Arabs from 
east Jerusalem who got on 
a bus, shot him in the head, 
then stabbed him in the 
face, then stabbed him in 
the head” and continued 
stabbing him multiple times 
in the body, his son saidO

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Russia pounds Syrian rebels, then reaches out to opposition

BEIRUT (AP) — When Rus¬ 
sian Foreign Minister Sergei 
Lavrov said his country was 
ready to aid Syrian rebels 
fighting the Islamic State 
group, rebel command¬ 
ers scoffed, pointing out 
that Russian aircraft were 
pounding their bases in 
central and northern Syria 
on a daily basis. 

Moreover, Lavrov not long 
ago had ridiculed the main 
Western-backed rebels 
known as the Free Syrian 
Army, calling the group a 
“phantom structure." 

But some in the Syrian op¬ 
position are wondering 
whether the Russian offer, 
for all its ambiguity, might 
be worth seizing in order 
to test Moscow’s commit¬ 


ment to finding a negoti¬ 
ated solution to the four- 
year civil war. The seeming 
change of tune is in sharp 
contrast to the stance of 
Syrian President Bashar 
Assad, who considers all 
rebels on the ground to be 
terrorists. 

“Maybe there is a discon¬ 
nect between the regime's 
discourse and that of the 
Russians,” said Munzer Ab- 
kik, of the Syrian National 
Coalition, an opposition 
group in exile that coordi¬ 
nates with the Free Syrian 
Army. “We are watching 
cautiously in the coming 
days to see if they are se¬ 
rious about finding a politi¬ 
cal solution through a real 
transition of power, or if 
they are simply maneuver¬ 
ing to gain time,” he said.

“The rebel commanders 
are considering this possibil¬ 
ity ... If they sit with (Russian 
officials), they say they can 
find out if they are bluffing.” 
Russia says it has already 
met with rebel command¬ 
ers in Moscow, a claim 
denied by the opposition 
and their political allies. But 
some mediators and politi¬ 
cians who coordinate with 
the Free Syrian Army say 
the Russians have reached 
out to the rebels, either to 


individual commanders on 
the ground or through me¬ 
diators. 

Lavrov first made the offer 
last week. On Tuesday, he 
repeated it, saying, “We 
would like and would be 
ready to help not only the 
Syrian army, but all op¬ 
position units confronting 
terrorists on the ground in 
Syria.” He said Moscow was 
reaching out to the United 
States and countries in the 
region to help locate mod¬ 


erate and anti-terrorist op¬ 
position factions in Syria. 

“I would say frankly that it 
hasn't been easy to find 
them, and we are still con¬ 
tinuing the search,” Lav¬ 
rov said. Retired Lebanese 
army Gen. Hisham Jaber, 
who is familiar with the Syr¬ 
ian military, said Russia is 
looking to show flexibility. 
“The aim is political ... to 
talk to those in the trench¬ 
es, not those in hotels," 
Jaber said. □ 


EU lashes nations on migrant crisis

BRUSSELS (AP) — The Euro¬ 
pean Union appealed to 
member countries on Tues¬ 
day to deliver on promises 
to deal with the refugee 
emergency, warning that 
the EU’s credibility is at 
stake. 

More than 600,000 people 
have entered Europe by 
land and sea this year seek¬ 
ing sanctuary or jobs, over¬ 
whelming border authori¬ 
ties and reception facilities. 
More than 3,000 have died. 
In response, EU leaders 
promised to share refugees 


from Italy and Greece, 
boost spending and send 
police, border guards and 
experts to help register the 
arrivals. 

But so far actions have not 
matched the speeches 
delivered at five migration- 
focused summits this year. 
“The gap between the 
pledges and what is on the 
table must be reduced, 
otherwise we are losing all 
kinds of credibility,” Euro¬ 
pean Commission Presi¬ 
dent Jean-Claude Juncker 
told EU lawmakers. 

The EU's executive arm has 
drawn up plans to move 


160,000 refugees from Italy 
and Greece over the next 
two years to ease their bur¬ 
den. 

“Nine member states have 
let us know that they can 
soon relocate 700 people," 
Juncker said. “But let's not 
forget that we have a de¬ 
cision to relocate 160,000 
refugees in need of inter¬ 
national protection.” 

The EU's border agency 
Frontex has appealed for 
775 experts to help regis¬ 
ter, screen and fingerprint 
people, but so far almost 
half that number has been

Colombia finds four survivors of rebel ambush

BOGOTA, Colombia (AP) 

— Colombian authorities 
said Tuesday they have 
found four survivors of a 
rebel ambush that killed 
12 members of the security 
forces who were escorting 
election workers from a lo¬ 
cal election on a remote 
Indian reservation. 

Two soldiers remain missing 
and were likely captured 
by the National Liberation 
Army, or ELN, which carried 
out the attack before dawn 
Monday in the Andean 
highlands, on the edge of 
the popular Sierra Nevada 
del Cocuy national park. 
The attack by the ELN, Co¬ 


lombia’s second-biggest 
rebel group, comes as mo¬ 
mentum had been build¬ 
ing for the Cuban-inspired 
insurgency to soon join the 
more-powerful Revolution¬ 
ary Armed Forces of Co¬ 
lombia and enter formal 
negotiations to end a half- 
century of bloodshed. The 
ELN has been holding ex¬ 
ploratory talks with the gov¬ 
ernment outside of Colom¬ 
bia for more than a year. 
Among the survivors found 
are two poll workers who 
had been transporting 
some 130 ballots to the 
capital for tallying. 

The ballots had been cast 
at the remote Bachira res¬ 
ervation of the U’wa tribe 


during Sunday's elections 
for governors, mayors and 
other local officials. 

It’s unclear what impact 
the attack, the deadliest 
by the ELN since 2013, will 
have on those talks, but 
several conservative politi¬ 
cians have called on the 
government to suspend 
the effort. President Juan 
Manuel Santos expressed 
outrage, saying the guerril¬ 
la action marred what had 
otherwise been the safest 
regional elections Colom¬ 
bia has held in decades, 
with a 60 percent reduction 
in violence compared with 
the previous vote in 2011. 
“This is an event that dem¬ 
onstrates the ELN haven’t 


understood that it’s time 
for peace, nof for war,” 
said Sanfos, adding that he 
ordered the military to re¬ 
double a military offensive 
against the ELN’s remain¬ 
ing 1,500 fighters, most of 
whom are concenfrafed 
in eastern Colombia, near 
where the attack took 
place. 

“If the ELN thinks that these 
acts they are going to gain 
political space or strength¬ 
en their position before an 
eventual negotiations they 
are completely wrong.” 

Of those killed early Mon¬ 
day, 11 were members of

"I want 
Hadicurari to stand out 
for its quality, presentation 
and creativity,” says Ron¬ 
ald, who is still bowled over 
by the amazing restaurant 
view of the azure ocean, 
the fishing boats and the 
white beach, which is shim¬ 
mering in sunshine.

find it. The restaurant is run 


by general manager Je- 
roen Kuling. 

Ronald van Hasenbroek 
has a wealth of experience 
behind him; he is a multiple 
gold medal winner of the 
Aruba National Culinary 
Team, has spent 9 years at 
Chez Mathilde Restaurant, 
9 years at Divi Resorts and 
4 years as a consultant, 2 of 
which for the Aruba Wine 
And Dine (AWD) family, of 
which Hadicurari and Nos 
Clubhuis, located right on 
top of Hadicurari, form 
part. The quest for culinary 
excellence runs in his blood 
and he tries to instill this in 
his staff. 

The new executive chef is 
planning to raise the culi¬ 
nary level on the menus.

Ronald will also take the 
kitchen of Nos Clubhuis un¬ 
der his wingson as his sec¬ 
ond project, but this will be 
at a later stage. 

It is a relaxed place, where 
one can eat a hamburger, 
the catch of the day or a 
shrimp basket and down 
a few cocktails or beers. 
Open from 7 am until 10 pm 
it is also a wonderful place 
for private parties, get- 
togethers and weddings: 
"We’re already getting 
quite a few bookings for 
the coming months,” tells 
Jeroen Kuling proudly. Be¬ 


sides the stunning view. Nos 
Clubhuis has something re¬ 
ally special to offer as well: 
eating lionfish. 

"Lionfish can only be 
caught by spearfishing 
by divers - the caught fish 
are put into a special hold¬ 
ing bag, because their 
spines are poisonous. When 
cleaned and prepared, 
the fish is delicious. 

I love eating it as a ceviche 
or broiled,” says Jeroen. 
Lonfish are considered a 
threat to the environment 
as they have no natural 
enemies; it is therefore of 
great importance that they 
are caught. Volunteer div¬ 
ers catch the lionfish on 
Aruba.

Volquez loses 
father before 
World Series 
start

KANSAS CITY, Mo. (AP) — 

The father of Royals pitch¬ 
er Edinson Volquez died 
Tuesday in the Dominican 
Republic, shortly before his 
son took the mound to start 
Game 1 of the World Series 
against the New York Mets. 
Two people familiar with 
the situation told The Asso¬ 
ciated Press that 63-year- 
old Danio Volquez died 
from heart failure. His son 
was informed of Volquez’s 
passing on the way to the 
ballpark, where he was 
scheduled to make his 
World Series debut. 

The people spoke on con¬ 
dition of anonymity Tues¬ 
day night because they 
were not authorized to dis¬ 
cuss the matter. 

The elder Volquez, a me¬ 
chanic in the Dominican 
Republic, introduced his 
son to the game when he 
was about 10 years old. 
Edinson Volquez often re¬ 
turned home to visit his 
parents, and said not long

U.S. women roll to 3rd straight world gymnastics title

GLASGOW, Scotland (AP) 

— The gap is becoming 
a canyon. No matter the 
stakes, the year or the 
young women with the USA 
patch on their shimmering 
leotards, there is the gym¬ 
nastics’ powerhouse con¬ 
structed and relentlessly 
maintained by national 
team coordinator Martha 
Karolyi and there is every¬ 
body else. 

And it’s not close. Not really 
close to close. 

The U.S. is so steady and 


so deep at the moment 
its competitions feel more 
like exhibitions. The world 
championship the Ameri¬ 
cans won on Tuesday 
night appeared so easy 
they were more focused 
on Karolyi’s approval up in 
the stands than whatever 
scores the judges felt like 
handing out. 

“We’re unstoppable,” 
Gabby Douglas said. 

The reigning Olympic gold 
medalist was kidding, but 
only a little. The U.S. won its 
third consecutive world title 
by delivering four pressure- 


resistant rotations around 
pink-clad SSE Hydro, put¬ 
ting up a total of 181.338, 
more than five points 
clear of China and surprise 
bronze medalist Britain, a 
blowout in a sportwhere 
the differences are often 
measured in fractions. 

“We never just assume we 
will be on the first place,” 
Karolyi said after the pro¬ 
gram captured its fifth 
championship since she 
took over in 2000. “Only 
through dedication and 
hard work, you can get 
better. That’s our philoso-

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phy. Hard work, discipline 
and also high number of 
repetition which takes pa¬ 
tience and can be boring 
sometimes.” 

To the point where the girls 
joked about going on strike 
after qualifying last Sat¬ 
urday, citing a stretch of 
nearly three weeks without 
so much as a day off. 
Karolyi acquiesced a little 
by allowing them to get out 
and explore Glasgow on 
Monday. Then it was right 
back in the gym for anoth¬ 
er one of those necessary 
but monotonous workouts 
that makes doing it in front 
of the crowd and for the 
rest of the world seem like 
a vacation. 

Maybe because in a way, 
it is. 

Maggie Nichols, the only 
American chosen to com¬ 
pete in all four events on a 
team that includes Doug¬ 
las, two-time world cham¬ 
pion Simone Biles and 
three-time Olympic med¬ 
alist Aly Raisman, seemed 
perfectly at ease during the 
biggest meet of her life. The 
18-year-old calmly blew on 


her fingers while waiting 
to be introduced for un¬ 
even bars and she playfully 
fanned herself at the be¬ 
ginning of an attitude-filled 
floor exercise befitting of 
someone whose nickname 
happens to be “Swaggy 
Maggie.” 

Only afterward, when she 
caught a glimpse of the 
scoreboard with that fa¬ 
miliar American flag at the 
top, did Nichols let the mo¬ 
ment sink in. 

“I got the shivers, it was so 
cool,” she said. 

She might want to get used 
to it. Less than 10 months 
before the flame is lit in Rio, 
the Americans’ five-wom¬ 
an Olympic lineup appears 
close to set between Nich¬ 
ols, Biles, Douglas and Rais¬ 
man. 

Three years removed from 
Olympic triumph in Lon¬ 
don as part of the “Fierce 
Five,” Douglas and Rais¬ 
man might be getting bet¬ 
ter. Sporting gold nail pol¬ 
ish she bummed from Biles, 
Douglas was spectacular 
on uneven bars, her 15.333 
the highest of the night. □

Kobe Bryant heads group of aging, 37-plus ex-AII-Stars

Kobe Bryant is still a Los An¬ 
geles Laker. NBA fans are 
anxiously waiting to see 
what he has left and won¬ 
dering if this is his last year. 
It’s probably not wise to 
count him out just yet — or 
any of the seven former 
All-Stars who are at least 37 
years old and expected to 
contribute on the court this 
year as the NBA tips off the 
2015-16 season Tuesday 
night. 

Bryant, the 13th pick in the 
1996 draft, is back after 
missing much of last sea¬ 
son with a shoulder injury. 
He joins Tim Duncan, Dirk 
Nowitzki, Kevin Garnett, 
Manu Ginobili, Paul Pierce 
and Vince Carter — all 
drafted between 1995 and 
1999. 

That matches the most 
former All-Stars at least 
37-years old to secure ros¬ 
ter spots to start the season 
since the 2004-2005 cam¬ 
paign, according to STATS. 
Between them, they have 
80 All-Star appearances, 
17 NBA titles, five MVP 
awards and seven finals 
MVP awards. They enter 
this season with varying 
roles: 

Kobe Bryant, Los Angeles 
Lakers 

This could be Bryant's final 
season, depending on how 
it unfolds. Part of his role will 
be to mentor D’Angelo 
Russell, Julius Randle and 
Jordan Clarkson. Pass¬ 
ing the torch and passing 
up shots are two different 
things, though. Bryant is 
the No. 3 scorer in NBA his¬ 
tory for a reason. In the 35 
games he played last sea¬ 
son, his shot attempts per 
48 minutes were the third- 
highest of his career. Lak¬ 
ers coach Byron Scott likely 
will limit his minutes at times 
and rest him in some back- 


season and averaged 20 
minutes a contest. He start¬ 
ed every game this pre¬ 
season, but never played 
more than 17 minutes. 

Dirk Nowitzki, Dallas Maver¬ 
icks 

Nowitzki was the Mavs' No. 
2 scorer last year. Since the 
top scorer from that team, 
Monta Ellis, now plays for 
the Indiana Pacers, Dirk will 
still carry quite a bit of the 
load. The Mavericks added 
Deron Williams and Wesley 
Matthews in the offseason 
to help with the scoring, 
and Chandler Parsons’ role 
will expand in his second 
year with the team. Nowit¬ 
zki, 37, averaged just under 
30 minutes per game last 
season. Coach Rick Car¬ 
lisle wants to trim that to 
about 26 per contest. 

Paul Pierce, Los Angeles 
Clippers 

Pierce, who just turned 38, 
brings his usual air of con¬ 
fidence to a team that 
hasn’t quite gotten overthe 
hump. The clutch shooter 
who won a title with Boston 
in 2008 has plenty of talent 
around him, so he won’t 
be counted on to make 
all the big shots. He started 
73 games for Washington 
last season, but he came 
off the bench in all but 
one preseason game this 
season with the Clippers. 
But if he's on the floor, and 
gets the opportunity at the 
end of the game, look for 
Pierce to take the shot.

Tim Duncan, San Antonio 
Spurs 

Duncan will turn 40 in April. 
Old Man River Walk is still 
a starter, but his minutes 
will likely be limited again. 
The Spurs added All-Star 
LaMarcus Aldridge and 
35-year-old former All-Star 
David West, which should 
help preserve Duncan for 
another championship run. 
He still has great moments. 


but at this stage, he’s OK 
with giving up some floor 
time to be a significant fac¬ 
tor in the playoffs. 

Kevin Garnett, Minnesota 
Timberwolves 

Garnett's focus is to set 
the tone and help No. 1 
overall draft pick Karl-An- 
thony Towns develop. The 
39-year-old Garnett can 
still play — his rebounds per 
48 minutes last season were 
similar to those he posted 
in his prime. He started all 
47 games he played last 



Vince Carter, Memphis 
Grizzlies 

The days of Vinsanity and 
the routine high-flying 
dunks have passed, and 
the 38-year-old Carter has 
settled into a role as a pe¬ 
rimeter-shooting reserve. 
Last year, an ankle injury 
kept him out of training 
camp and he had a foot 
injury during the season. 
He started just once last 
year and played 16.5 min¬ 
utes per game. He comes 
into this season healthy, 
but newly acquired Matt 
Barnes, a slightly younger 
perimeter shooter, could 
cut into his minutes. 

Manu Ginobili, San Antonio 
Spurs 

Ginobili benefits from hav¬ 
ing been a sixth man for so 
many years. He has only 
started 10 regular-season 
games the past four sea¬ 
sons and hasn’t played 
more than 24 minutes a 
contest since the 2010-11 
campaign. It’s perfect fit 
for the Spurs, so expect 
a similar role this year for 
the 38-year-old wing from 
Argentina.Q

GLENDALE, Arizona (AP) — 

Chris Johnson rolled his way 
to a big play and Joe Flac- 
co couldn’t quite respond 
with one of his own as the 
Arizona Cardinals escaped 
with a 26-18 victory over 
the luckless Baltimore Ra¬ 
vens on Monday night. 
Johnson rushed for 122 
yards, 62 on a play where 
he rolled over the belly of 
a big defender and kept 
on running to set up a field 
goal. 

Baltimore (1-6) drove to the 
4 in the final seconds before 
Tony Jefferson’s intercep¬ 
tion deep in the end zone 
clinched the victory for Na¬ 
tional Football Conference 
West-leading Arizona (5-2). 
“A lot of things happened 
during the game,” Cardi¬ 
nals coach Bruce Arians 
said. “Good, bad and one 
ugly one, but we finished 
and made a great play at 
the end.” 

Arizona led 26-10 before 
Asa Jackson’s blocked a 
punt to set up Joe Flacco's 
1-yard touchdown pass to 
Kyle Juszczyk. The 2-point 
conversion pass to Nick 
Boyle made it an eight- 
point game with 4:26 to 
play. 

Baltimore got the ball back 
and Flacco quickly moved 
the team downfield before 
the final ill-fated throw. 

“The punt block and all of a 
sudden you let them in,” Ar¬ 
izona's Carson Palmer said, 
“but that's what you want 
on ‘Monday Night Foot¬ 


ball.’ We made it a game 
at the end.” 

The eight-point loss was the 
most one-sided of the sea¬ 
son for the Ravens. 

Johnson also ran 26 yards for 
a touchdown. The 30-year- 
old running back, signed 


late in training camp after 
recovering from a gunshot 
wound during the offsea¬ 
son, topped 100 yards for 
the third time this season 
and didn’t even play in the 
fourth quarter. The last Ari¬ 
zona player to do that was 
Edgerrin James in 2007. 


Palmer completed 20 of 29 
passes for 275 yards and 
two touchdowns. Flacco 
was 26 for 40 for 252 yards, 
with a touchdown and that 
one interception. The Ra¬ 
vens’ Justin Forsett had a 
14-yard touchdown run but 
finished with only 36 yards 


in 12 carries. 

A 26-10 lead seemed com¬ 
fortable before Bryant burst 
up the middle to block 
Drew Butler's punt to set 
up the final Ravens touch¬ 
down. 

The play of the night came 
in the third quarter, when 
Johnson hit the line and was 
pulled down, but he came 
to rest on the belly of 6-foot- 
1, 335-pound Brandon Wil¬ 
liams. Johnson’s knee or 
elbow didn’t touch, so he 
alertly got up and kept run¬ 
ning to the 4. The play set 
up Chandler Catanzaro’s 
second 21-yard field goal, 
making it a two-possession 
game at 20-10. 

After Arizona scored again, 
Catanzaro’s try for the con¬ 
version bounced off the 
right upright and was no 
good, setting the stage for 
the tight finish.

“Deep down we all want to 
be desired” 


As a Medical Anthropolo¬ 
gist I am fascinated when 
I see a culture change or 
adopt a holiday. Here in 
Aruba as in most of Latin 
America, November 1 st is 
All Saint's Day when we 
visit the graves of depart¬ 
ed family members. We 
clean the tombs, deco¬ 
rate the graves with flow¬ 
ers, pray and remember 
our departed loved ones. 

The Mexican and 
Filipino celebration of the 
memory of their deceased 
ancestors called El Dia de 
los Muertos, or The Day 
of the Dead also occurs 
on November 1 and No¬ 
vember 2, and is coincid¬ 
ing with the similar Roman 
Catholic celebrations of 
All Saints Day and All Souls 
Day. Yet, we need to re¬ 
alize that “A rose by any 
other name is still a rose". 
All of these celebrations 
are reflections of rituals 
celebrating the lives of 
our ancestors. Our Meso- 
american ancestors have 
performed these rituals for 
at least 3,000 years; where 
it was common practice 
to enact rituals to sym¬ 
bolize death and rebirth. 

We appreciate that 
some of us do not need 


much rationale to party, 
but the adoption of Hallow¬ 
een on the eve of All Saint’s 
Day has many social critics 
denouncing the adoption 
as Americanization influ¬ 
ences. Perhaps, but cul¬ 
tures do not adopt any¬ 
thing unless an emotional 
need is being satisfied. 

Halloween ob¬ 
served on October 31, 
the eve of All Saints’ Day 
is based on a medieval 
European concept of 
death, and is populated 
by demons, usually female 
witches and other images 
of terror. Our Indo-Hispanic 
custom of All Saint's Day 
or The Day of the Dead, in 
contrast, is distinctly differ¬ 
ent. Our celebration dem¬ 
onstrates strong sense of 
love and respect for one’s 
ancestors; celebrates the 
continuance of life, fam¬ 
ily relationships, com¬ 
munity solidarity; positive 
concepts! Then why has 
our culture so quickly em¬ 
braced the ancient British 
and Irish Celtic festival of 
Samhain eve an occasion 
for one of the ancient fire 
festivals when huge bon¬ 
fires were set on hilltops to 
frighten away evil spirits? 

Professionally, in 
our clinic I witness endless 
medical complaints root¬ 
ed in emotional problems. 
The psychologist, Carl Jung 
stated that you have two 
overriding tasks in your life; 
in the first half of your life 
you need to become com¬ 
fortable with your sexuality 
and in the second half of 
yourlifeyou need to accept 
your mortality. All human 
activity is explained as work 
being done in one of these 
categorizes. I explain the 


rapid adoption of Hallow¬ 
een by Latin Americans as 
an opportunity to symboli¬ 
cally overlay our dominant 
emotions, sex and death. 

Besides the adop¬ 
tion, we are also experi¬ 
encing that increasingly 
Halloween is a holiday for 
adults. Adults now repre¬ 
sent up to sixty five per¬ 
cent of Halloween cos¬ 
tume sales, a noticeable 
shift compared with years 
past. Also, we are observ¬ 
ing that the costumes sell¬ 
ing the quickest are those 
that are sexy adult Hallow¬ 
een costumes and games. 

Most adults love 
Halloween because it is 
a great excuse to let your 
imagination go wild. Deep 
down we all want to be 
desired, to be seen as sexy 
and attractive. All that 
dressing up, play-acting 
behind the costume mask 
is liberating for many. The 
mystery of the mask allows 
people to do things they 
normally wouldn't do, with¬ 
out having to worry about 
the consequences such as 
gossip, rejection or a tar¬ 
nished reputation. If no one 
knows who the person be¬ 
hind the mask is, why would 
they care about what peo¬ 
ple think of their actions?

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Oracle to build high school on its Silicon Valley campus

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 

Oracle founder Larry Ellison 
already owns an island in 
Hawaii. Now, his company 
is building a high school 
next to its Silicon Valley 
headquarters to help fulfill 
Ellison's desire to teach stu¬ 
dents more about technol¬ 
ogy and problem-solving. 
The plan unveiled Tues¬ 
day at an Oracle cus¬ 
tomer conference calls 
for the business software 
maker to complete the 
64,000-square-foot school 
by August 2017. 

Although it will be owned 
by one of the world's big¬ 
gest technology compa¬ 
nies, the school isn't going 
to be called “Oracle High." 
Instead, it will be known as 
Design Tech, or “d.tech," 
a public school approved 
last year. 

The campus being built by 
Oracle will accommodate 
up to 550 students and 30 
teachers in the shadow of 
Oracle's towering office in 
Redwood Shores, Califor¬ 
nia, about 25 miles south of 
San Francisco. The school 
will be free and open to 
any student living in Califor¬ 
nia. 

Since starting Oracle Corp. 


38 years ago, Ellison has 
amassed an estimated for¬ 
tune of $54 billion that has 
enabled him to buy most of 
the Hawaiian island of La¬ 
nai, own elaborate homes 
around the world and 
bankroll two victories in 
sailing’s premier race, the 
America’s Cup. 

But Ellison isn’t financing 
Design Tech. Oracle is foot¬ 
ing the entire bill, though 
the company isn’t disclos¬ 


ing how much it expects to 
spend. 

Oracle co-CEO Safra 
Catz stressed the com¬ 
pany wouldn’t be getting 
involved if Ellison hadn't 
sketched out a vision to 
create a school where “stu¬ 
dents learn to think.” 
Although Oracle will own 
the high school, the com¬ 
pany won’t be involved in 
the curriculum. Design Tech 
gained Oracle’s financial 
support because it “reflects 


Larry’s vision for a unique 
high school founded on 
principles we believe in: in¬ 
novation, creativity, prob¬ 
lem-solving and design¬ 
thinking," Catz said. 
Oracle's commitment to 
Design Tech comes less 
than a week after Face- 
book’s billionaire CEO Mark 
Zuckerberg, and his wife, 
Priscilla Chan, announced 
plans to finance a school 
for pre-school through 
eighth-grade students in 


one of Silicon Valley’s few 
least affluent communities. 
East Palo Alto. The Primary 
School will provide health 
care services in addition to 
educational instruction for 
up to 700 students. 
Zuckerberg and Chan also 
have given $100 million to 
schools in New Jersey and 
pledged to donate an¬ 
other $120 million to other 
schools located in low-in- 
come communities in the 
San Francisco Bay AreaO 


European leaders look to 
boost financing for startups 


PARIS (AP) — The leaders of France, Ger¬ 
many and the European Union’s execu¬ 
tive body have praised new partnerships 
between private, public and European 
funds to improve access to financing for 
startups in an effort to boost the digital 
economy across the continent. 

French President Francois Hollande, Ger¬ 
man Chancellor Angela Merkel and Euro¬ 
pean Commission President Jean-Claude 
Juncker met with online entrepreneurs at 
a conference on the digital economy at 


the Elysee palace in Paris on Tuesday. 
Juncker has made the development of 
a European digital market a priority of his 
leadership of the Commission, the EU’s ex¬ 
ecutive branch. Hollande and Merkel are 
looking to push the idea forward as EU 
member states remain divided over pro¬ 
posed reforms of copyright and data pro¬ 
tection laws. “Our goal is to make from the 
(European) interior market a digital mar¬ 
ket, so that we can be competitive in the 
global competition”, Merkel said.Q

two-month lows. 

The market made only 
small moves as the Federal 
Reserve started a two-day 
meeting to discuss interest 
rates. That marked a pause 
after a rally this month that 
has wiped out much of a 
steep loss from August. 
Investors are still concerned 
about the slow pace of the 
economic recovery in the 
U.S. and are wondering 
how the economy and the 
market will react when in¬ 
terest rates eventually start 
to rise. Few expect the Fed 
to raise interest rates this 
year. And while ultra-low 
rates tend to be favorable 
for stocks and bonds, many 
investors would like to see 
the uncertainty over inter¬ 
est rate policy resolved.

Energy analyst Jim Ritter- 
busch said a recent in¬ 
crease in oil stockpiles, the 
result of decreased refin¬ 
ing production, has sent oil 
prices back down. Ritter- 
busch says he thinks crude 
will slip back to its August 
lows of around $38 a barrel 
and stay there through the 
end of 2015.

— UPS slumped after the 
package delivery com¬ 
pany surprised investors by 
saying its revenue dipped 
in the third quarter. The 
stock fell $3.08, or 2.9 per¬ 
cent, to $103.10. 

— Alibaba, the Chinese 
e-commerce giant, said it 
got a big boost from mobile 
sales in the third quarter. 
The results reassured inves¬ 
tors about Alibaba's per¬ 
formance while prospects 
for the Chinese economy 
remain uncertain. Alibaba 
rose $3.09, or 4 percent, to 
$79.44. Yahoo, which owns 
a big stake in Alibaba, 
picked up 90 cents, or 2.7 
percent, to $34.30. 

Earnings continued to pour 
in after the close of regu¬ 
lar trading. Apple’s results 
were stronger than expect¬ 
ed and the tech giant said 
it expects to surpass last 
year's record of 74.5 mil¬ 
lion iPhones sold in the De¬ 
cember quarter. The stock 
rose $3.21, or 2.8 percent, 
to $117.76 in late electronic 
trading. □ 


Sales of new medicines boost 
3Q results for US drugmakers

Growing revenue for 
promising new medicines 
for cancer, hearf disease 
and other serious condi¬ 
tions helped U.S. drug- 
makers improve results af¬ 
ter several disappointing 
quarters and beat Wall 
Street expectations. 
Buoyed by the stronger 
third-quarter results and 
rising prospects, Pfizer Inc., 
Merck & Co. and Bristol- 
Myers Squibb Co. raised 
their 2015 profit forecasts, 
and their share prices 
rose as the broader mar¬ 
kets declined. Switzer¬ 
land’s Novartis struggled, 
though, weighed down 
by lower sales in its Alcon 
eye care unit and other 
factors. 

All four drugmakers were 
hurt by unfavorable ex¬ 
change rates cutting the 
value of foreign sales, 
which are made in local 
currencies, by af leasf 7 
percent. Excluding that, 
sales were up somewhat 
— mainly due to strong 
launches of new drugs 
that are significant medi¬ 
cal advances. That, and 
the companies’ planned 
launches of new drugs 
in the next several years, 
bodes well for their futures. 
-PFIZER: Including the cur¬ 
rency hit, revenue edged 
down 2 percent for Pfizer, 
which is rebounding after 
five years of generic com¬ 
petition slashing its rev¬ 
enue. The New York com¬ 
pany still posted $12.09 
billion in revenue, beating 
the average Street fore¬ 
cast of $11.49 billion. 

The maker of pain and 
fibromyalgia treatment 
Lyrica said net income 
dropped 20 percent to 
$2.13 billion. Adjusted 
earnings came to 60 
cents per share, trounc¬ 
ing the 51 cents analysts 
expected. 

Pfizer raised its adjusted 
annual profit forecast to 
$2.16 to $2.20 per share, 
its second increase since 
buying Hospira. 

-MERCK: Merck & Co. 
more than doubled third- 
quarter profit, its best 
performance in a while, 
though heavy cost-cut- 


ting was the main rea¬ 
son. Net income totaled 
$1.83 billion, or 64 cents 
per share, and adjusted 
income hit 96 cents per 
share. Analysts expected 
91 cents. 

Revenue was $10.07 bil¬ 
lion, down 4.6 percent 
including the foreign ex¬ 
change hif and lost sales 
from the consumer health 
products unit it sold last 
year. 

Merck’s Keytruda, part 
of fhe hof new class of 
drugs that fight cancer by 
harnessing the immune 
system, posted sales of 
$160 million. Januvia and 
combination pill Janumef, 
among the most popular 
Type 2 diabetes drugs, 
boosted combined sales 
growth of 10 percent, to 
$1.58 billion. 

The world's fourth-biggest 
drugmaker, based in 
Kenilworth, New Jersey, 
raised its full-year adjusted 
profit forecast to $3.55 to 
$3.60 per share, from $3.45 
to $3.55. 

-BMS: Bristol-Myers Squibb 
Co. posted revenue of 
$4.07 billion, up 4 percent 
and above the $3.85 bil¬ 
lion analysts expected. 
Surging sales of key new 
medicines — Eliquis, mela¬ 
noma and lung cancer 
drug Opdivo and hepa¬ 
titis C pill Daklinza — led 
the way. However, net in¬ 
come dipped 2.1 percent 
to $706 million, or 42 cents 
per share, due to lower 
revenue from alliance 
partners and double-digit 
increases in spending on 
research and advertising. 
Adjusted earnings per 
share came to 39 cents a 
share; analysts expected 
35 cents. 

New York-based Bristol- 
Myers, the world’s 15th 
biggest drugmaker, raised 
its adjusted profit forecast 
for 2015, to $1.85 to $1.90 
per share, from $1.70 to 
$1.80. 

-NOVARTIS: The world’s 
largest drugmaker Novar¬ 
tis said net income fell 42 
percent to $1.81 billion, 
largely on the sale of its 
hepatitis drug unit a year 
earlier and provisions for 
legal settlements and 
fees. □ 
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Apple beats earns estimates, issues healthy forecast

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 

Defying skeptics on Wall 
Street, Apple says it plans 
to keep setting records for 
selling new iPhones around 
the world. 

The giant tech company 
reported quarterly earnings 
Tuesday that beat analysts' 
estimates, while forecast¬ 
ing healthy iPhone sales 
during the upcoming holi¬ 
days. Apple also said sales 
nearly doubled in China, 
Hong Kong and Taiwan 
during the last quarter, de¬ 


spite concerns that China’s 
economy is slowing. 

And in a closely watched 
indicator, Apple issued a 
forecast for the upcoming 
December quarter that 
suggests it will slightly sur¬ 
pass last year's record of 
74.5 million iPhones sold 
during the crucial holiday 
season. 

“We think we can grow 
iPhone (sales) during the 
December quarter,” Chief 
Financial Officer Luca 
Maestri told The Associated 
Press. 

Apple reported $11.1 billion 


in net income for the quar¬ 
ter ended Sept. 26, up 30 
percent from a year earlier, 
while sales rose 22 percent 
to $51.5 billion. Earnings 
amounted to $1.96 cents a 
share. 

Analysts surveyed by Fact- 
Set expected Apple to re¬ 
port revenue of $50.9 billion 
and adjusted earnings of 
$1.89 a share. 

Apple’s stock price was up 
almost 2 percent in after- 
hours trading. 

Apple said it sold 48 million 
iPhones during the Septem¬ 
ber quarter, which includ¬ 


ed two days of sales for its 
newest iPhone models, the 
6S and 6S Plus. That's about 
what analysts expected. 
But its forecast for the 
December quarter may 
please investors more. 
Apple’s stock has been 
dogged for months by 
worries that the company 
might have difficulty main¬ 
taining its torrid growth. 
Apple relies heavily on 
iPhone sales, which contrib¬ 
ute more than two-thirds of 
its revenue. Overall smart¬ 
phone sales are slowing 
around the world, as most 


consumers in developed 
nations already have one. 
While it remains the world’s 
biggest corporation by 
stock-market value, Apple 
shares have been off about 
15 percent from a mid-July 
peak of $132.97. 
iPhone sales skyrocketed 
last year after Apple intro¬ 
duced new models with 
bigger screens in Septem¬ 
ber 2014. 

Analysts have questioned 
whether the company can 
duplicate that success with 
the latest iPhones intro¬ 
duced last month. □ 


How Comcast wants to meter heavy Internet users

NEW YORK (AP) — Most 
home Internet service pro¬ 
viders offer unlimited data, 
but cable giant Comcast is 
moving in the opposite di¬ 
rection. 

It’s started charging heavy 
Internet users extra in more 
parts of the country. 

The reason? A small but 
growing number of con¬ 
sumers are skipping cable 
subscriptions and doing 
their TV-watching over the 
Internet instead. So finding 
a way to charge for heavi¬ 
er Internet use could bol¬ 
ster Comcast's revenue as 
the ranks of its cable cus¬ 
tomers shrink. 

Comcast actually used 
to impose a monthly 250 
gigabyte data cap on its 
customers, but ended it in 
May 2012 to experiment 
with alternative ways of 
managing bandwidth. That 
August, it capped monthly 


data use for Nashville, Ten¬ 
nessee, customers at 300 
GB; going over the limit 
cost $10 for every 50 GB. 
The company launched a 
similar plan in Tucson, Ari¬ 
zona, that October — you 
got 300 GB for a base plan, 
600 GB if you signed up for 
a faster and more expen¬ 
sive connection. 

By December 2013, Com¬ 
cast had rolled out the 
Nashville system to Atlanta 
and a handful of smaller 
markets, many in the South. 
It also offered a slow Inter¬ 
net plan of 3 megabits per 
second that gave you a $5 
credit if you used 5GB or less 
each month, and charged 
you $1 for each gigabyte 
of data over 5 GB. 

This month, Comcast add¬ 
ed a tweak as it expanded 
the cap into Miami, Fort 
Lauderdale and the Keys 
in Florida: Customers can 
now pay an additional 
$30 a month for unlimited 


data. (In Atlanta, it's $35 
a month.) At this point, 
roughly 12 percent of 
Comcast territory is subject 
to “usage-based pricing,” 
MoffettNathanson analyst 
Craig Moffett estimates. 


The change comes as 
Comcast’s Internet custom¬ 
ers grow and cable slips. In 
the third quarter, Comcast 
said Tuesday, it lost 48,000 
TV customers while adding 
320,000 Internet customers. 


Revenue rose 8.3 percent 
to $18.7 billion in the July- 
September period, while 
net income dropped 23 
percent to $2 billion be¬ 
cause of a tax gain from 
last year.Q 


Twitter 3Q report illustrates challenges for new CEO 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 

Twitter’s losses are mount¬ 
ing as the messaging ser¬ 
vice struggles to expand its 
audience under recently 
hired CEO Jack Dorsey. 

The challenges facing Dors¬ 
ey came into sharper focus 
in a third-quarter report re¬ 
leased Tuesday. 

The numbers covered the 
three months ending in 
September, 

a stretch when Dorsey was 
serving as interim CEO be¬ 
fore Twitter hired him on a 


permanent basis. 

Twitter ended the period 
with a core audience of 
307 million active users, an 
increase of just 3 million 
from June. 

That wasn’t much better 
than a gain of 2 million us¬ 
ers in the previous quarter, 
a letdown that led to the 
departure of Twitter's previ¬ 
ous CEO, Dick Costolo. 
Revenue climbed 58 per¬ 
cent from last year to $569 
million. 

Twitter still lost $132 million. 


extending the company’s 
uninterrupted history of 
losses since Dorsey co¬ 
founded the service nearly 
a decade ago. 

The San Francisco compa¬ 
ny has now accumulated 
losses of about $2 billion. 
The evidence of Twitter's 
ongoing malaise reversed 
a recent rally in Twitter's 
stock, which came as in¬ 
vestors grew optimistic that 
things would rapidly im¬ 
prove under Dorsey’s lead¬ 
ership. 


Twitter's stock plunged 
$4.07, or 13 percent, to 
$27.27 in extended trading 
after the report came out. 
Although it remains among 
the Internet’s most popu¬ 
lar and influential means 
of communications, Twit¬ 
ter has seen its user growth 
slow down since its initial 
public offering of stock two 
years ago. 

Facebook and other rival 
services have been faring 
far better over that time. 
Dorsey has vowed to come 


up new ways to make Twit¬ 
ter more appealing and 
easier to use for people 
who have been turned off 
by the service's chronologi¬ 
cal presentation of posts 
and sometimes-confusing 
quirks, such as its reliance 
on hashtags. 

Twitter recently rolled out 
one of its biggest changes 
in years with a new channel 
that bundles video, photos 
and links to news stories to 
make it easier for people to 
find. □

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Spacecraft diving deep into Saturn moon’s erupting water jet

CAPE CANAVERAL, Florida 
(AP) — The Cassini space¬ 
craft is about to get an icy 
shower as it orbits Saturn. 
On Wednesday, Cassini will 
storm through a jet of water 
vapor and frozen particles 
erupting from the south 
pole of Enceladus, one of 
Saturn’s many moons. The 
spacecraft will zoom within 
30 miles (50 kilometers) of 
the pole, providing the best 
sampling yet of its under¬ 
ground ocean. 

Cassini will be traveling 
19,000 mph (30,580 kph), so 
it should take just an instant 
to penetrate the plume. 

A global liquid ocean is 
believed to exist beneath 
the frozen crust of 300-mile 
(500-kilometer)-wide Ence¬ 
ladus. Wednesday’s dive 
will be the deepest one 
yet through the continuous 
plumes, making the enter¬ 
prise a bit riskier than usual. 
Launched in 1997, Cas¬ 
sini is not equipped to de¬ 
tect life, but scientists hope 
Wednesday's flyby will pro¬ 
vide clues as to the possibil¬ 
ity of it. 

NASA program scien¬ 
tist Curt Niebur considers 
Wednesday’s feat “a very 
big step in a new era of ex¬ 
ploring ocean worlds in our 
solar system." 

Other probable extraterres¬ 
trial ocean worlds: Saturn’s 
largest moon, Titan; Jupi¬ 


ter's moons, Europa, Gan¬ 
ymede and Callisto; and 
possibly dwarf planets Pluto 
and Ceres, among others. 
“These are worlds with 
huge bodies of liquid wa¬ 
ter underneath their sur¬ 
faces, bodies with great 
potential to provide oa¬ 
ses for life throughout our 
solar system,” Niebur said 
Monday. “It’s a journey in 
understanding about what 
makes a world habitable 
and where we might find 
life, and where we might 


one day live ourselves.” 
Researchers are eager 
to nail down the chemi¬ 
cal makeup of Enceladus’ 
plumes. They also hope to 
confirm whether the erup¬ 
tions are tight columns 
or curtains of jets running 
along fractures in the south 
pole. 

In particular, the space¬ 
craft will be looking to iden¬ 
tify hydrogen molecules in 
the plume, which would 
help quantify hydrothermal 
activity occurring on the 


ocean floor. That, in turn, 
would help characterize 
the potential for life in this 
slightly salty ocean. 

If life exists — and more 
missions would be needed 
for confirmation — it might 
range from microscopic al¬ 
gae to little fish, the scien¬ 
tists said. 

The action unfolds late 
Wednesday morning East¬ 
ern Time; it will take several 
hours to confirm success 
and start returning the in¬ 
formation. 


Spilker expects it will take 
a week to get a quick look 
at the scientific data and 
many more weeks for a 
proper analysis. 

Close-up pictures of Ence¬ 
ladus should be ready 
much sooner. Cassini will 
snap pictures of Enceladus 
before, during and after 
the close encounter. The 
images will be smeared be¬ 
cause of Cassini’s speed, 
but the team hopes to re¬ 
move the blurs and have 
some dramatic shots by 
Thursday night or Friday. 
Saturnshine — akin to our 
moonshine — will provide 
the only lighting for the 
cameras. 

This will be the 21st flyby of 
Enceladus by Cassini. “It’s 
not our last, but arguably 
this one is going to be our 
most dramatic,” said proj¬ 
ect manager Earl Maize. 
Cassini has come closer 
to Enceladus — skimming 
15'/2 miles (25 kilometers) 
above the surface in 2008 
— but never dipped so low 
through a plume. 

Scientists were tempted to 
fly even lower Wednesday, 
but did not want to waste 
fuel. Cassini’s orbit around 
Saturn will not be disturbed 
by the plume penetration, 
they asserted. The U.S.- 
European spacecraft has 
two years of life remain¬ 
ing before it plunges into 
Saturn’s atmosphere and 
vaporizes. □ 
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Review: Barrymore’s not-a-memoir ‘Wildflower’ is fun read

Countless celebrities have 
penned autobiographies. Not 
a lot are like Drew Barrymore's. 
And that's a good thing. 
“Wildflower” bounces around 
chronologically and themati¬ 
cally and generally refuses to 
bend to the rules of conven¬ 
tional memoir writing. 

“If it feels personal for you, 
then I am so happy, because 
it was personal for me,” Barry¬ 
more writes in the not-a-mem- 
oir’s preface. “I didn't write it 
in any particular format.” 

The lack of a traditional struc¬ 
ture works, though, because 
the end result for the reader is 
an illuminating and entertain¬ 
ing look back at the famously 
free-spirited actress' 40 years 
on Earth. 

Free of — pardon the pun — 
flowery writing, the book is as 
down-to-earth as the author 
herself appears. It also is self- 


deprecating, with references 
to Barrymore’s “klutziness" 
and her “valley girl” cadence. 
Barrymore makes sure to 
touch on moments that are 
well-known to the masses, in¬ 
cluding her: role in the classic 
film “E.T. the Extra-Terrestrial," 
exhibitionist appearance on 
David Letterman’s late-night 
talk show and three big- 
screen collaborations with co¬ 
median Adam Sandler. 

The owner of one of the most 
famous surnames in Holly¬ 
wood, Barrymore — the grand¬ 
daughter of famed stage and 
film actor John Barrymore and 
the grandniece of renowned 
thespians Lionel and Ethel Bar¬ 
rymore — has been a working 
actor for much of her life. 

A life that has had more than 
a few ups and downs. “I just 
grew up too fast,” she writes. 
Written a quarter-century af¬ 
ter the release of Barrymore’s 
“Little Girl Lost,” which chroni¬ 
cled her turbulent early years. 


“Wildflower" is the work of a 
mother of two young girls who 
has a much different perspec¬ 
tive on the world. 

“Wildflower" is at its most en¬ 
grossing when the author 
delves into her relationships 
with those who have im¬ 
pacted her life, including her 
barely there parents and sup¬ 
portive in-laws and friends, 
including “E.T." director Ste¬ 
ven Spielberg, who Barrymore 
writes “took me in, a girl who 
needed a father, and it meant 
the world to me.” 

From wild-child headline- 
generator to entrepreneur, 
filmmaker and philanthropist, 
Barrymore’s roller-coaster ex¬ 
istence is slowing down these 
days. 

Just long enough, anyway, for 
her to pen an engaging ex¬ 
amination of her past. The little 
girl who once was lost clearly 
has been found. □

LOS ANGELES (AP) — As a 

resident of parched Cali¬ 
fornia, Angela Bassett is 
used to playing water war¬ 
den at home. 

“I’m a mom with (twin) kids, 
9-year-olds, trying to teach 
them how to wash dishes, 
how to wash clothes” in a 
time of drought, the ac¬ 
tress said. “And to turn out 
the lights. I feel like the fa¬ 
ther figure in ‘Long Day’s 
Journey into Night,’ saying, 
‘Turn that light off!”’ 

As the director of “Water 
Apocalypse,” she’s talk¬ 
ing to a bigger audience 
about water crises here 
and around the world 
and the technological ad¬ 
vances that may help re¬ 
solve them. 

The hour-long program is 
part of “Breakthrough," a 
six-part series on scientific 
innovation from filmmaking 
partners Ron Howard and 
Brian Grazer.

Eastern) 
on National Geographic 
Channel with “Fighting 
Pandemics" and con¬ 
cludes Dec. 13 with “Water 
Apocalypse.”

ard said. 

Bassett said she’s not pre¬ 
senting herself as an au¬ 
thority. 

“I see myself as going in 
wide-eyed and trying to 
learn something. Going in 
with wonder, going in with 
questions, and hopefully 
we can come away with 
a bit more understanding,” 
she said. The big-picture 
approach of “Water Apoc¬ 
alypse” takes in a remote 
Ethiopian village where 
an Italian architect, Arturo 
Vittori, is trying to help resi¬ 
dents conquer a lack of 
accessible, safe drinking 
water by building a unique 
water-collecting tower. 
“Decoding the Brain,” 
the Nov. 15 episode from 
director Breff Ratner (“X- 
Men: The Last Stand," the 
“Rush Hour” franchise), in¬ 
cludes Dr. Steve Ramirez’s 
study of how to implant 
or erase memories to po¬ 
tentially benefit those with 
post-traumatic stress disor¬ 
der. “The Age of Aging,” 
which Howard directed, 
includes researchers who 
believe that the field’s 
great achievement would 
be extending the human 
“health span” — the pe¬ 
riod of life spent without 
disease — as opposed to 
our life span. It airs Nov. 29. 
Why did he assign himself 
that subject? 


“It's not quite as cinemat¬ 
ic in some ways,” Howard 
said, “but I felt it was some¬ 
thing that we're all thinking 
about. What does it mean 
to people in their 80s now? 
What does it mean to 
younger people?” 

Grazer, who detailed 
his own questioning ap¬ 
proach in the book “A Cu¬ 
rious Mind: The Secret to a 
Bigger Life," said the series 
parallels his films with How¬ 
ard, such as “Apollo 13,” 
that offer “the experience 
of entering a world fhaf 
has a problem and has a 
solution in it. We like those 
thematics.” 

The pair also had towering 
figures including Thomas 
Edison top of mind with 
“Breakthrough.” (GE, cre¬ 
ated by an 1892 merger of 
Edison’s firm with a com¬ 
petitor, joined with Nation¬ 
al Geographic on the se¬ 
ries and its scientists' work is 
included in it, although not 
exclusively.) 

“Looking back, we know 
who the giants were,” 
Howard said, adding that 
“Breakthrough” could end 
up “catching one of those 
giants in action today.” 
Although such progress is 
more likely to become ap¬ 
parent in retrospect, How¬ 
ard said his “Age of Aging" 
was lucky to record “sci¬ 
entists in motion achieve 
a goal that is a significant 
part of the challenge.” 

No spoilers here; Howard 
didn't elaborate. The other 
episodes and their direc¬ 
tors: 

— “Fighting Pandemics," 
Sunday, from Peter Berg 
(“Bailers,” ‘'The Leftovers"). 
Follows those who jump 
into action when Ebola or 
other outbreaks occur and 
who are searching for tools 
to counter HIV, influenza, 
malaria and other killer dis¬ 
eases. 

— “More Than Human,” 
Nov. 8, from Paul Giamat- 
ti (“Sideways,” "Ameri¬ 
can Splendor"), about 
the merger of biology 
and technology, including 
research that could help 
people with traumatic 
spine injuries walk again. 

— “Energy From the Edge,” 
Dec. 6, from producer Aki- 
va Goldsman (“I Am Leg¬ 
end,” "Fringe”)0
